The  first  Central  Iowa  Coin  &  Stamp  Expo,  was  held  July  15  at  the  Adventureland  Inn  in 
Altoona.  Iowa.  This  was  the  first  coin  show  in  Iowa  with  our  new  sales  tax  exemption  The 
crowd  was  excellent  and  everyone  was  very  excited  about  this  new  law  that  is  so  important 
to  numismatic  and  investment  dollars  staying  in  Iowa 

There  have  been  a  few  questions  raised  about  the  bill  The  bill  states  that  coins,  currency 
and  precious  metals  are  state  sales  tax  exempt  and  are  also  exempt  from  local  option  and 
school  taxes.  Tokens  and  exonumia  are  still  subject  to  sales  tax.  I  have  heard  a  lot  of  great 
feed  back  from  dealers,  collectors  and  investors  around  the  state  regarding  the  passage  of  this 
bill  which  we  have  worked  on  in  1998. 

At  the  end  of  the  show  the  board  held  its  annual  summer  meeting  and  dinner  To  my  sur¬ 
prise  the  board  presented  me  with  a  wonderful  cake  and  two  framed  pictures  that  expressed 
their  appreciation  for  the  work  I  had  done  on  the  sales  tax  bill  Thank  you  to  the  board  for 
the  wonderful  honor  and  to  Denny  Ross  and  Marian  Walker  for  putting  it  all  together. 

On  August  5"’  Si  6lh  I  attended  the  annual  Iowa  Great  Lakes  Show  in  Spirit  Lake,  Iowa  As 
usual,  it  was  a  wonderful  show  and  fun  to  attend  Don  McCulloch  always  puts  on  an  out¬ 
standing  event.

1937  D  Three  Legged  Buffalo  Nickel

The  now  famous  three  legged  Buffalo  nickel  came  about  through  a  couple  of  events  that 
occurred  at  the  Denver  mint  in  1937.  The  first  event  to  occur  was  that  the  dies  being  used  to 
strike  the  buffalo  nickels  came  together  without  a  blank  planchct  between  them  creating 
what  is  known  as  a  clashed  dies.  The  clashing  was  severe  enough  to  result  in  an  employee 
using  severe  and  heavy  polishing  to  try  and  remove  the  clash  marks  from  the  reverse  die. 
This  resulted  in  removal  of  the  right  front  leg  from  the  buffalos  shoulder  to  the  top  of  the 
hoof  creating  the  now  famous  three  legged  buffalo  nickel. 

Demand  for  this  popular  issue  has  driven  the  prices  steadily  upper  ward.  Prices  for  an  about 
good  are  about  S250.00  and  in  a  grade  of  mint  State  65  $25,000.00  and  upward.  With  the 
demand  and  the  high  prices  for  the  three  legged  buffalo  nickel,  unscrupulous  individuals 
have  altered  1937  D  nickels  by  removing  part  of  the  right  front  leg  that  is  diagnostic  of  the 
genuine  three  legged  buffalo  nickel.  Fortunately,  there  are  several  ways  to  identify  a  genuine 
3  legged  buffalo  nickel.  It  is  always  recommended  that  with  a  coin  of  this  rarity  and  high 
dollar  value  that  it  be  sent  to  a  grading  service  to  have  it  authenticated. 

Diagnostics  to  look  for  on  a  genuine  three  legged  buffalo  nickel 

Obverse:  Look  for  rust  pits,  flaws  and  a  die  crack  on  the  neck,  beneath  the  jaw  line. 

This  die  crack  may  not  be  evident  on  well  worn  pieces. 


Reverse:  Buffalos  beard  is  pointed  and  longer  on  the  right  side  than  the  left. 

The  right  front  hoof  will  be  present. 

A  line  of  raised  die  lumps  running  downward  between  the  front  and  rear  legs, 
from  the  buffalos  belly  to  the  ground, 
the  right  rear  leg  will  be  very  pitted. 

The  “P”  in  the  word  Pluribus  and  the  “U”  in  unum  will  be  further  away  from  the 
buffalos  back  than  on  a  regular  1937  D.

Member  \  Quarter  Advice 


With  the  state  quarter  program  in  full  swing,  many  new  people  have  been  brought 
into  the  hobby  of  collecting  coins  and  it  has  increased  interest  in  all  ol  the  Wash¬ 
ington  quarters  minted  before  the  1999  Statehood  Quarters  series  began. 

Will  some  of  these  collectors  move  on  the  Standing  Liberty  quarters  after  they 
complete  the  Washingtons?  1  believe  the  Standing  Liberty  quarter  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  coins  ever  minted.  They  were  produced  from  1916  until  1930,  and 
w  ere  designed  by  llcrmon  A  MacNeil.  There  are  two  distinct  types  of  this  series. 
Type  I,  with  the  right  breast  of  Miss  Liberty  uncovered,  was  minted  in  1916  and 
1917.  On  Type  2,  the  breast  was  covered  and  three  stars  were  positioned  below  the 
eagle  on  the  reverse.  These  were  minted  in  1917  also,  making  two  types  for  that 
year.  Some  believe  that  the  modification  made  in  1917  was  because  of  public  re¬ 
sentment  of  1  iberty’s  exposed  breast. 

This  series  had  a  very  short  run  of  just  15  years.  The  Washington  quarter  w  as  in¬ 
tended  to  be  commemorative  issue  marking  the  2001'1  anniversary  of  Washington’s 
birth,  but  it  was  so  well  liked  that  it  became  a  regular  issue  continuing  to  this  day. 

1  he  key  of  the  Standing  Liberty  quarter  series  is  the  1916  made  in  Philadelphia, 
with  a  mintage  of  just  52,000  pieces.  Today  the  cost  of  a  very  good  graded  piece  is 
about  $6,350.  The  only  other  coin  that  comes  close  to  the  1916  in  price  is  the 
1918/17-S  at  a  cost  of  $2,150  in  very  good.  This  is  considered  to  be  an  error  coin 
and  not  a  regular  issue. 

1  he  scarcity  and  cost  of  the  1916  makes  it  hard  for  the  collector  w  ith  limited  funds 
to  complete  this  set,  but  don’t  let  that  stop  you  from  collecting  Standing  Liberty 
quarters.  1  here  are  some  great  buys  in  this  scries.  You  can  buy  a  1917-1)  Type  1 
and  191 7-S  Type  I  for  about  $39  each  in  very  good  grade.  To  upgrade  to  fine  con¬ 
dition,  the  cost  is  only  $55  and  $60  for  these  two  dates. 

1  he  1 92  7-S  had  a  mintage  of  just  369,000  pieces  and  can  be  purchased  for  just  $40 
in  very  good.  I  he  Washington  1932-S,  with  a  mintage  of  just  12,000  more  pieces, 
will  cost  $1  70  in  the  same  grade.  Also,  this  coin  has  a  mintage  of  88,000  less  than 
the  coveted  1909-SVDB  Lincoln  cent,  costing  about  $775  in  very  good,  which 
leads  me  to  believe  the  1927-S  is  a  real  sleeper  for  a  coin  of  that  low  mintage. 

1  he  1927-1)  had  a  mintage  of  just  976,000  pieces,  and  can  be  purchased  for  just 
SI  50  in  very  good,  as  compared  to  the  1932-1)  Washington  quarter  with  a  mint¬ 
age  of  about  a  hall  million  less  pieces,  which  will  cost  $175  in  like  grade  Also,  the 
19 14-1)  Lincoln  cent,  with  a  mintage  of  217,000  more  pieces,  nins  about  $195  \ci> 
good. 

I  wonder  how  many  dealers  and  collectors  arc  buying  up  the  1927-S  and  D  quarters 
ami  holding  onto  them  for  future  sales,  until  people  in  the  hobby  realize  what  a 
great  buy  these  two  coins  arc.'  I  here  aie  14  coins  in  the  scries  with  a  mintage  of 
less  than  2  million  pieces. 
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The  1923-S,  which  is  a  semi-key  of  the  series,  had  a  mintage  of  1,360,000  pieces, 
will  cost  $390  in  very  good.  Another  semi-key,  the  1921,  with  a  mintage  of 
1,916,000,  will  cost  you  $240  very  good. 

So,  the  real  great  buys  in  the  series  are  the  1927-D  &  S,  with  less  than  a  million 
minted  of  each.  But  if  your  budget  will  allow,  you  may  want  to  try  and  buy  these 
coins  in  fine  grade  or  better.  You  can  complete  this  series,  minus  the  1916,  for 
about  $1,723  in  the  grade  of  very  good,  so  this  is  a  series  that  just  about  anybody 
can  afford  to  collect,  and  now  is  a  good  time  to  get  started  before  prices  start  to  go 
up. 

I  have  been  working  on  my  set  now  for  several  years  and  only  need  three  more 
pieces  to  complete  it,  and  you  can  bet  the  1916  is  one  of  them.  So,  good  luck,  and 
keep  enjoying  this  wonderful  hobby,  and  hopefully,  many  more  generations  will 
keep  on  the  tradition  of  collecting  part  of  our  history.
